Attempted Highway Robbery—A Mana«
geor of & Theatre Knocked Dowa in
Broadway.

Yesterday morning about 2 o'clock My, Thomas
Maguire, well known ne one o1 the managers of
the Maguire & Rigley Jupavese Lroupe, was
knocked down and an attempl was made to rob
him, st the corner of Broadwny and Eighib
street., It seems that Mr, Maguire, who had the
large sum of $3000 and a very valusble gold
watch upou his person, was on his wuy to his
residence, No, Illpl-lenry sireet, bat to sccom-
modate & frlend wns making o delour, and was
going up Broadway with the intention ot going
through Astor place to Third avenue, and there
taking n car home.

At the corner of Bighth street und Broadway
Mr, Maguire and his Iriend were accosted by
two men who spoke (o Mr. Magnire, calling him
by gome common name not s own, The
next moment the man who had spoken pro-
fedged 1o have discovered that e had made &
mistake and begged pardon for it.  He then, as
an additions] reparation, asked Mr, Maguire and
friend to take a drink, which proposition being
sccepted, the party turned 1o go luto the Sinclair
House, a few sleps distant,  The straager thien
recollected that the place was closed, and re-
auested the party to accompany him to & gam-
bling house in the vicinty, where he knew their
wants wonld be supphed, This wnvitation Ma-

vire declined, and was iu the act of resuming

s walk when he was knocked down, and the
same instant felt o hand attemptiog to reach his
vest breast-pocket.

Mr. Maguire put his hand over his breast, and
called “Wateh 1" at the top of his voice, and his
triend prappled with one of the two men who
had socested them. The cries of Maguire were
heard by Officer Sidgate, of the Fifteenth Pre-
ainet, who started on w run to the sceue, and,
on arriving, found Maguire surronnded by ¢iti-
zens, and  Officer Tompking, of the Fifteenth
Prec'lncl. was in pursuit of one of the men, all
truce of whom, however, was lost at Ninth
street, Officer Sidgate arrested the other man,
and on arriving at the Station House the pri-
soner gave Lhe name of Francis A, Bullivan, and
#uld he was u uative of Albany, rod o carpenter
by occupation,

He denied all knowledge of the attempt to
rob Mr. Magmre, and said the man in whose
company he was when they met Maguire wus
unkoown to him, snd he had pever seen him
until he met him a few minutes before in a
Brondway saloon. Mr. Maguire had lost
nothing by his adventure, his money not having
been reached nt all, and his watch, although
jerked from his pocket, was sufe,

Yesterday afternoon Sullivan was taken hefore
Justice Dodpe, atthe Jefferson Market Police
Court, but Mr, Maguire nolt being able to make
onth that he bhad any agency in the attempted
robbery, was not willing to muke a complaint
against nim, and the prisoner wis discharged,—

AN INCOGNITO ARRIVAL AT A NOTEL,

On ilhe 19th of September last & lndy, calling
herself M. Clarke, aceompanied by a oolored
temale pervant, arrived st the Union Bqunre
Hotel, in this city. Her baggage consisted of
two trunks, on the largest of which the name
“Mre, Lancoln, Springdeld, 11" was visible,
though sn eflort hud evidently been made to
ernse i1, the letters “incoln” being quite plain,
ae wus alvo the address. A white visiting oard,
tncked on, bore the pame of “Mis. Clarke”
written in pencil. The other trunk had the
name “MeCay" Indistinetly lettered thoreon,
Those gentlemen al the hotel who had known
Mre. Lincoln when she wae the first lady in
Washington, thonght this Mrs, Clarke was not
ghe, although others exoressed the opinion that
she wus one and the same person,

She went out but very little daring her stay
of exactly & week, and left on the 26th of Sep-
wmber, promising to give directions py letter
subsequently as Lo the disposal of her trunks.
Althoogh some in the hotel were certain of the
identity of Mrs, Clarke with Mrs. Lincoln,
others were not, but from divers little incidents
which occurred, they surmized that Mrs, Clarke
was directly connected with the Lincola family.
It very soon became fknown thut the lady was
poneé other than Mre, Lincoln, who, after leas-
iog the Union hotel, absented herself from the
city, but for a short time, snd on her return
took roome ai'the St. Denis hotel, under the
same name as when at the Union,

MRS, LINCOLN'S FECUNIARY DIFFIOULTIES,
Mre, Lincoln's visit, so privately, it was nscer-
tained, wus made for the purpose of disposing of
some of her personal property, as her presant
income s inadequate to her wants, she belng
possessed of io all but $1700 a yvear, $3060 of
which comes from the rent of her old bonse in
Springfield, the remainder belsg the inlorest ot
the $26,000 which Congress appropriated for her
benefit, in place of $£100,000 which her friends
maude an eflort to obtain, but which the friends
of the dead President succeeded in deliating,
The lady, immediately after hving in such
splendid sl.ile, felt embarrassed in endeavoring
to eupport herself and young ones on so smull a
pittance,
~ She went to Jive at g second-cliss hotel in
Chicago, where ultimutely she found heraclf
searcely able to pay her bills, The result was
her determination to part with some of her pers
sonnl effects, and it was tor this) purpose that,
sccompanied by bher faithful negro servant
Lizzic, the only one who left the luxuries of the
White House to tollow the itortunes of the
President’s widow, she visited New York city,
and very soon entered Into negotintions with a
well-knowu broker on Broadway, to whom ghe |
had previously addressed the letters we published
yesterday.

THE BHOKER ADVANCES MEE. LINCOLN MONEY,

Abput four days sgo Mrs. Lincoln, her son
Tad, snd the pegro atteodaut, wrrived in this
ru‘y and put up at the Brandrath House, the
lady entering her name on the books as Mrs.

BLOODY AFFRAY IN WILLIAMSBURG.
One Man Fatally and Another Severely
Stubbed—Escape of the Homiclde,

A bloody afdray took place shortly after 8
o'clock lusi night at the corner of Division ave-
nue and Pirst street, Brooklyn, E, D., betwee:n a
party of workmen cmployed in the suzar
refinery ol Wintjen, Dick & Co,, which resulted
in the death of one of the parties concerned
and the wounding ol another. It appears that
Hammond Gross, Luwrence Acrbardt, and a
man named Weber had a trifling Jifficulty in the
sugar-house during the afterncon, and when
they left work last evening they renewed the
uarrel at the coruer of Division avenue and
irst strect, After an angry alterention cries of
“Murder! 1 am stabbed!" were heard to issue
from the party, Himmord Gross was seen to
fall in the strevt, Weber staggered up the streat,

and Aerhardt fled.

Officer Adamson. of the Forty fifth Precinet,
being in the neighborbood at the time, hurried
to the seene of the bloody conflict, and removed
Gross, who was then speechless trom loss of
blood, to & lager beer saloon in the nelghbor-
hood. A physician was immediately sent for,
but the wonnded mun was beyond surgieal aid,
and expired within an hour, " A stab wound was
found In the region of the heart. Deceased was
a married man, and regided at No, 22 McKibben
gtreet. Weber's wound is very sovere, but not
necessarily futal, He was taken to his resdence,
which is ulso in McKibben street,

The alleged perpetrator of this bloody deed I8
a4 single man of more than ordinary physical
powers, He resides iu New York, It ls probable
that he will be arrested prompt!y, a8 measures
were immediately taken to that end by Captain
Waglom, The utmost excitement prevailed in
the neighborhood of the tragedy up to alate
bour Inst night.

Coroner Bmith has directed Dr, Creamer to
hold & posi-morfem examination in the case of
Gross [this morning, and an inquest will be held
immediately thereafer. All the men engaged
ju the eanguinary affray are natives of Germany.
